Muhammad  Ali  wasn't  always  The  Greatest  Of  All  Time-  for  a  few  years  he  was  just  a  kid  learning  how  to  box.  And 
then  for  a  period  of  time  he  was  just  a  kid  that  knew  how  to  box.  At  age  17  he  flew  across  the  country  for  a  qualifying 
fight  that  secured  him  a  position  in  the  1960  Olympics  in  Rome.  The  flight  was  turbulent,  and  a  shaken  Ali  (then 
called  Cassius  Clay)  decided  to  never  fly  again,  not  even  to  Rome.  His  manager  talked  him  out  of  this  decision  in  a 
four-hour  peptalk,  following  which  he  flew  to  Rome  and  won  a  gold  medal.  Upon  his  return  to  Louisville  there  were 
parades  and  accolades,  and  the  Champ  wore  his  medal  everywhere.  He  wore  it  to  a  segregated  lunch  counter,  where 
he  was  refused  service  and  beset  by  a  gang  of  racist  thugs.  The  thugs  tried  to  steal  the  medal  from  him,  and  days 
later  Ali  walked  to  a  bridge  over  the  Ohio  river  and  threw  the  medal  in.  The  significance  of  this  act  cannot  be 
overlooked: 

1 .,  Political.  "That  gold  medal  didn't  mean  a  thing  to  me  if 
my  black  brothers  and  sisters  were  treated  wrong  in  a 
country  I  was  supposed  to  represent."

14  BOOMING  HITS  (LP)  by  Freddie  "Boom  Boom" 
Cannon.  Freddie  Cannon's  style  of  shouting  instead 
of  singing  was  probably  provoked  by  his  own 
psychededness  at  being  on  stage  /  being  in  the 
studio.  But  psychologically  it's  a  masterstroke.  You 
just  feel  like  he's  shouting  for  a  reason,  like  it's  over  a 
crowd  of  teens  gone  ape,  and  they  must  be  going  ape 
for  a  reason,  so  probably  you  should  go  ape.  A  bunch 
of  these  songs  are  about  specific  places  (love  it),  one 
of  them  spells  out  MASSACHUSETTS  (I  love  songs 
that  spell  things),  and  one  of  them  is  just  shouting  out 
place  names  (I  love  songs  that  are  just  lists).  There's 
also  a  song  about  a  radio,  and  a  song  about  a  record 
player.  THIS  KID'S  GOT  A  LOT  OF  PEP.  Also, 
"Palisades  Park"  is  a  perfect  song. 

LOUIE  LOUIE  (song)  by  the  Kingsmen-  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigations  has  created  a  number  of 
incredible  documents-  a  personal  favorite  (while  not 
the  most  ludicrous  nor  the  most  incredible)  is  the 
report  listing  multiple  possible  lyrics,  each  more 
vulgar  than  the  last,  for  this  more  or  less  unintelligible 
though  ultimately  wholesome  song.  And  somehow  no 
one  caught  the  part  where  one  of  the  band  members 
comes  in  early,  is  upset,  and  shouts  "FUCK!",  which 
is  as  plain  as  a  Methodist  cookbook.  This  song  was 
first  played  on  the  radio  as  a  joke,  like  "here's  a  song 
by  a  bunch  of  nonprofessional  so-and-so's".  Well, 
joke's  on  Control,  we  all  like  it,  for  regular  reasons. 


LESLEY  GORE  on  the  T.A.M.I.  show  (video),  the 
TAMI  show  was  a  filmed  concert  event  from  1 964, 
featuring  performers  from  the  Barbarians  to  the 
Stones  to  James  Brown  and  the  Furious  Flames. 
Somewhere  in  the  mix  was  17  year  old  Lesley  Gore, 
singing  6  songs.

So  just  looking  at  this 
crisp  footage  is  like  looking  into  a  magic  crystal  time- 
lake.  But  what  is  DEVASTATING  is  "You  Don't  Own 
Me",  Lesley's  second  song  of  the  night.  Most  of  the 
song  is  directed  at  all  of  humanity,  and  is  a  powerful 
blast  of  monolithic  will,  told  without  anger.  For  the  last 
verse,  Lesley  raises  her  eyes  heavenward  and 
addresses  all  of  creation,  in  as  joyful  and  resilient  and 
magnificent  a  manner  as  Michealangelo.  She's  not  a 
punk  in  the  traditional  sense,  but  this  moment  fits 
perfectly  the  definition  of  punk  as  proffered  by 
Japanese  hardcore  band  GISM:  "Punk  is  D.E.A.D.: 
Distress  Effervescence  Awakening  Delinquent".
